2, ‘The Chairman initially raised the question as to whether te 
ve@ alterations shotld be tade by the Sebooxeittes and issued in 

a paper which wuld be substituted for the pi ssent: 304/12, or whetorr 
the changes were such as could be effected by SANACO. Wr. Block then 
turned the meeting over to Colonel Rich. 


3, Colonel Rich stated that Er. Cornelics Whitney, Asststext 
Secretary of the Air Porch, was very pleased with the ergniti.sationa: 
presentation for the proposed National Security Information Agency. 

He had two suggeétions to offer which he felt wulll strenrthes the 
paper and witch he felt wuld emedite its approwa. by Sanacd. ie 
goal. of endeavor was to have the changes nade, have each of the wef ere 
ef the Subcommittee sell the paper and its contents te their pertisant 
SANACC menbers and then get speedy action in e matter of days by SATIACE . 


ke The two suggestions offsred by Mr. Mhitney througt Colone) Rie* 
were:

be setae hy the President." ih’. Witney contended that ris 
suggested alteration would strengthen the PROBLEM statement. 


1» Under FE RECHOMNPATIONS, o reads that the paper after 
epprtvel by CC phould be forwarded to the National fecurity 
Gouneil, pS Sar pi soret of State, Becretary of Defense, Setretary «ft 
the » Secretary of the Wavy, Secretary of the Air’ Force. 
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Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the Director, Central Inteliigence 

. Hr. Whitney suggesteé that this be changed to rend 
"After approval this paper be forwarded to the National 3eciri-y 
Council for approval and appropriate action.” 


5, Since at this stage of the discussion it looked like « 1eW 
paper was about to be issued, I told the Chaixnan that I had two ai - 
gestions which would improve the paper - one to clarify the positic: 
of the JCS and the second to give the reason why the Deputy for int-l- 
Ligence in the proposed NSIA was kept separate from the Deity for 
Plans and Operations. The Committee members felt that both views 
would improve the paper. 


6. At this point, however, something hap ened which ¢haaced te 
whole complexion of the discussion. Osptain Poehlmann stated that :« 
had some changes to offer aleo and his suggestions would hévd altet < 
many of the charts and explanatory notes as they are now orepared. It 
was indeed unfortunate that Captain Poehlmann offered sich léncthy nd 
somewhat murky changes because wany cf the Committee members felt tat 
to issue these together with what had already been presented woull ave 
had a tendency to weeken the entire presentation. 


7. Thus it was that the view was expressed by Colonel ToNamat 
that perhaps the most speedy way te get approval gn the paper woulé be 
te let the document stand as it is with its present shortconings af! 
allow SANACC to make the chengss if the changes were deemed tecesst 7. 


8, Colonel Rich was obviously displeased with the maniful.:tir 1s 
of Gaptain Poehlmann and said that ainoe the Air Yorea's suggested thar: - 
apparently set «ff chain reaction with many other views boing offat 1d 
by other agencies, ho was withdrawing his points and was coire to 
report to wr. Whitney that the Subcomalttee had not accepted his re som 
wendations and that the best solutdon was te call an early SLNACC r set- 
ing. 


9. The feeling that I could clarify the atmosphere and tactir all: 
get Captain Poehimann to withdraw his views, 1 told the Subcomiitt: 3 


that the two points which I had raised were injected only on the as mime’ 


that a new paper was being issuedy that they were not offered as jh sti- 
fication for a new paper and furthermore if adding them we corp) te 
Colonel Rich's presentation ther. I withdrew them immediately. Cas‘ ain 
Poehlmann did follow the example acd withdrew his suggested change: ant’ 
at that stage it locked like we micht be able te get a correrted > .er 
dasued incorporating the viewpoints of "r. Whitney. However, our } opek 
were short lived. 


10. Captain Poehimann would not agree to changing the wrdirg 2f 
the statements of TH? “REO BLEM. fe attempted to show him that noth ag 
was lost by dropping the words "which may be used as a basie for ft ethe~ 
planning” gince in paragraph € of the DISCUSSION we indicate thet - ter 
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approval of the plan by SAXACO the Subcommittee will do furtuer work 
to develop the organigationul ouiling presented in the paper. ‘Try as 
we may, we couldn't change the Ceptain so the necting adjourned. 


ii, At a subsequent luncheon with Colonels Rich and HcEanes, 
Celonel Rich expressed himself as quite peeved with the actions of +. 
Navy member of the Subeomniittee anc after discussion of this reeting 
With Mr. Whitney he may make another effort at the meeting to be seid 
tomorrow morning (Friday, 26 “arch) to get Mr. Whitney's ideas ¢roor- 
porated in a corrected payer, if sr. thitney so desires. 
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
